MORE RECORDS TO 
HIGH JUMPER 


Altona North High student, 
Julie Robertson, with a leap of 
Sft. 4in., equalled the State resi- 
dential open and junior high 
jump records last Saturday. 


She .was_ representing her 
school at the Victerian school- 
girls’ athletic championships at 
Royal ‘Park West. 


This is the highest jump she 
has recorded and gained her 
first place in the open high jump 
event. 

In the week previously she 
was clearing ft. 2in. and 
showed tremendous _improve- 
ment to increase this height to 
5Et. din. 


Earlier this year Julie changed 
her style of jumping to the 
western rol. 

But recently she reverted to 
the scissors jump and showed 
marked improvement. 

The State open high jump 
record was created in 1959 and 
Julie is the fourth to reach this 
height. 

Karen Honeyman also com- 
peted at the schoolgirls’ sports 
and finished third in the Under- 
16 high jump. 

Patricia Spiers was third too 
in the under-13 long jump, 
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Attempts being made 
to Save Shire Trees 


No attempt will be made to maintain flowerbeds 
or the grassed areas of reserves and sports grounds 
around Altona Shire during the water shortage said 
the shire engineer, Mr, R. C. Simmons, yesterday. 


However, the efforts of employees will be concentrated 
on saving the many trees planted throughout the shire. 


Of the 4000 trees planted in 
the last 12 months 3000. are 
established, but the rest require 
nurturing said Mr. Simmons. 


Water is being obtained from 
a private dam and is being 
carried by two water carts. 


While the dry is on the carts 
will be going full time to get 
waier to the trees. 


This dam water is quite satis- 
factory, said’ Mr. Simmons, 


However, tests have proved 
that no suitable bore water jis 
available in Altona. 


Consideration was given to 
pumping water from Cherry 
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Lake on to Grant Reserve, but 
tests have shown that the water 
is too saline. 


When tested, water from the 
Kororoit Creek and a dam in 
a quarry have shown that both 
are just on the dangerous ‘side. 


The report on this water 
states that it may be possible 
to get away with using it, but 
if the drought is prolonged the 
water could kill the trees. 


Mr. ‘Simmons is appealing to 
householders to assist in the 
saving of street trees. He asks 
that a bucket of water be regu- 
larly poured on each of the trees 
outside their properties.

~ Tragedy struck the Connolly family 
of Brooklyn Hostel with the drown- 


ing at Altona beach last Saturday of 
nine-year-old Terence. 


Terence was the third of Mr. and Mrs. Michael 
Connolly's five children.

in South Australia in April, 1966, but moved to Brooklyn .

Not knowing his son's 
whereabouts, Mr. Connolly 
reported him missing to 
the: police at 6-30 p.m.

It was 3-30 p.m. when two 
student teachers first 
noticed the boy floating 
face down in the water. 

The_ teachers, Bill Hunt 
and Brendan Nolan, were 
swimming in water ap- 
proximately 5ft. deep and 
50 to 60 yards offshore in 
front of the Altona Life 
Saving Club. 

They immediately swam 
out and brought the boy’in- 
to shore, applying mouth 
to mouth resusciation as 
they. waded to the beach. 
Their action was 
noticed by eight or nine 
lifesavers who happened 
to be on the beach. 
~ They fully clothed dashed 
into the water and relieved 
the student teachers. 
During the 15 minutes 
they worked on the boy 
there appeared to be no 
response. * 

The ambulance arrived at 
3-45 p.m. and the attendant 
took over. ° 
With a police escort the 
ambulance made_an 80 
mph dash to Footscray 
Hospital. f 

On the way two life 
Savers accompanying the 
boy kept up the cardiac 
Massage and were rewar- 
ded with a faint pulse beat. 

On taking over, the hos- 
Dital staff declared the boy 
still alive, but suspected 
the heart had stopped so 
long that there would be 
brain damage. 

At 5-30 p:m. the hospital 
phoned Mr. -Jim Byrne, 
Senior vice-president of the 


patrol in a police divisional 
van, attended the scene of 
the tragedy. 

He is anxious to hear 
from any witness to the 
tragedy or any. person who 
found clothing. He can be 
contacted at Newport police 
station.

Roy Bailey went for the 
oxygen machine and Lyn 
Allen called the ambulance. 

_ Eddie Kip, Colin Mellett 
and Helen Mellett held back 
the crowd. . 

Life savers patrol the 
beach from December 1 to 
March 31 each summer sea- 
son. 

Members give up many 
of their leisure hours main- 
taining these patrols, 

They receive no monetary 
rewards’ for their work, 
but in fact are usually out 

~of pocket in providing this 
service for the public.

tion of reserve south of “The 
Pines” and north of the drain, 
was leased to the Altona Work- 
ing Men’s Club. 


When the land was purchased 
from the “Australasian Jam Com- 
pany, it was more or less swamp 
with some bits of scrub. The 
council received a large amount 
of filling from the excavation 
work carried out-by Yarra Con- 


structions at the Board of Works | P. 


purification plant in Millers-rd., 
Altona North, and set about the 
filling of the reserve. Approxi- 
mately 9ft. of filling was placed 
thereon and has consolidated, 
soiled and grasses and is now 
the beautiful open space front- 
ing Beach-st. Between the Lake 
Cherry outfall drain and the 
Civie-pde. drain, the section of 
reserve is now car park area 
for the new beat ramp. On the 
other section has been erected 
the headquarters of Altona Yacht 
Club, public .convenience block, 
and of course, the old red shed. 


The council paid £1830 for the

Although Dahlias may be grown 
‘almost .any. ordinary . garden 
soil, te preduce a better effect 
massed cofour a little extra 
care."is necessary. 


“Good dahlia blooms are the 
result of a number of ‘factors, 
the most important being “lo- 
cation in your garden and_ soil 
condition." Proper planting, 
budding, - correct winter  stor- 
cultivation, pruning “and di8- 
age of tubers. 

The location in your garden is 
n real problem,- as dahlias do 
well in practically ‘any type of 
soil and. in a wide -variety of 
climates. 


A good position is where the 
plant will receivé several hours 
at sunlight through, the day, and 

has good drainage, so that water 
does not stay on the ground 
very long afterwatering. The 
soil should be kept loose while 
the plants are growing, especi- 
ally in the early part'of the sea- 
son, light, sandy soils need the 
least preparation providing they 
contain enough humus to hold 
sufficient amount of moisture. 

Planting time is best in late 
spring and early summer.

Melbourne University _institu- 
ted the first veterinary school in 
Australia in 1908 when it as- 
stimed control of the Melbourne 
Veterinary College, a private 
school which had been on opera- 
tion since 1888. The University 
school closed in 1928 because 
of poor enrolments of students, 
and from 1928 until 1963 Vic- 
torians were compelled to study 
veterinary science in Sydney or 
Brisbane. 


In the late 1950's increasing 
pressure by grazier and farm- 
ing organisations and by the Aus- 
tralian Veterinary Association 
was recognised by the University 
and the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments, and the Veterinary 
School was re-opened in 1963. 
Each year since then 50 stu- 
dents have been admitted to the 
faculty and in December this 
year students will graduate with 
the degree of Bachelor of Veteri- 
nary Science for the first time 
for 39 .years. Of the students 
admitted approximately 10% are 
women. 


The course in Veterinary 
Science is five years.. The first 
year is undertaken on the main 
campus of the University and is 
comparable to a first year_in 
the Faculty of Science. The 
second and third years are_un- 
dertaken at the Veterinary Pre- 
Clinical Centre next to the Royal 
Melbourne Hospital in Parkville. 
The Pre-Clinical Centre caters 
for study in the basic subjects 
pf anatomy, physiglogy, ae 
chemistry, animal _husba ary

After the first three years of 
standard University life the stu- 
dents move to the Clinical 
Centre for the fourth and fifth 
years of the course and under- 
take studies in the applied sub- 
jects of medicine, surgery, ob- 
stetrics and clinical pathology, 
in much the same way as medi- 
cal students undergo taining in 
hospitals. 


The Veterinary Clinical Centre 
comprises four main units, 
clinical services, patholo; ser 
vices, a teaching unit and a hall 
of residence.

cattle, sheep and pigs, a visit- 
ing clinic which calls on sick 
animals on farms in the neigh- 
bourhood and a_ visiting consul- 
ting service which is available 
to‘ veterinarians throughout Vic- 
toria.
